WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 10.—The Presi- 
dent has issued the following proclamation: 


WHEREAS, Satis factory evidence has been re- 


ceived that upon vessels of the United States ar- 
riving at the port of Boca del Toro, United States 
of Colombia, no duty is imposed by the ton as 
tonnage tax or as light money, and that no other 
equivaient tax On vessels of the United States is 
imposed at said port by the (© ,lombian Govern- 
ment: 

WHEREAS, By the provisions of Sec. 14 of an 
act approved June 26, 84, to remove certuin 
buréens on the American merchant marine and 
encourage the American foreign trade, 


carrvring | 
and for other purposes,“ the President of the 


United States is authorised to suspend the collec- 
tion of customs of the United States from vesseis 
arriving from any port in Central America, down 
to und including Aspinwall and Panama,” of 80 
much of the duty at the rate of three cents per 
ton as may be in excess of the tonnage und light- 
house dues, or other equivaient tax imposed on 
American vessels by the Government of the for- 
eigu country in which such port is situated: 

Now, therefore, I. Grover Cleveland. President 
of the United States of America, by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by the act and section here- 
inbefore mentioned, do hereby declare und pro- 
claim that on and after this 9th day of September. 
1885, the coliection of said tonnage duty of three 
cents per ton shail be suspended as regards ai! 
vessels arriving in any port of the United States 
from the port of Boca del Toro, United States of 
Colombia. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United States to 
be affixed. 

Done ut the City of Washington, this 9th day of 
September, 1885, and of the independence of the 
United States of America the 110th.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minu., Sept. 10. —[Special.jJ— 
Late last Saturday night, as already given in 
Tae Trisvunxz, Lawrence Brainerd, the de- 
faulting President of the St. Albans (V..) 
Trust Company. was captured or kidnaped 
neur Winnipeg, Man., by Detectives Ripley 
and Newbeyin of the Higgins & Woods Detect- 
ive Agency of Boston, Mass. The affair has 
23 a sensationul sequence in this city in the 

m.sterious disappearance of Mr. Brainerd 
whiie waiting in the custody of the kidnaping 
Officers to take a tra n east. Mr. Brainerd dis- 
appeared last night, and great intereat ‘was ex- 
cited here and in this section when the fact was 
made known. The arrest ot Bra.verd was 
accomp.ished with much difficulty and under 


very Unusual circumstances. Simultaneousiy 


with the unceremonious departure of the offi- 
cers and the prisoner Mrs. Brainerd secured the 
services of an attorney and took immediate and 
vigorous steps looking to the recapture oi her 
missing husband. The attorney and Chief Mur- 
ray of Winnipeg boarded a train specially pro- 
vided and started in pursuit ot the trio. Owing 
to an accident the special was delayed, and when 
the pursuers reached Pembina they learned 
that Brainerd's captors hed secured a team and 
left Pembina at a tively rate. The attorney 
promptly rusbed to the  telerrapb-office 
and sent telegrams to nearly all the important 
points alung the routes to St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis. Some of these dispatches were directed 
in accordance with instructions given by Mrs. 
Brainerd, who furnished the name of some 
friend or acquaintance in each town where it 
was thought there would be a possibility of 
recovering Braluerd from the officers. 
A 8T. PAUL FRIEND. 

Mr. Brainerd bad a particular friend in St. 
Paul, and to this friend was addressed the dis- 
patch sent there. This man, upon receipt of 
the telegram requesting him to be on 
the alert and do his best to 
take Brainerd from his captors, promptly 
sought the assistance of the police authorities. 
Detective O'Connor was detailed to look after 
the matter. It had been published that the 
party would probably go direct to St. Paul, and 
the detectives couciuded to stop off at Minne- 
apolis instead. Detective O'Connor came to 
Minneapolis yesterduy, and, accompanied by 
Detective Quinian and a Minneapolis attor- 
ney, appeared before Judge Yuung of the Dis- 


, trict Court and secured awrit of habeas-cor- 


pus calling upon the custodians of Brainerd to 
deliver him over to the local police authori- 
ties. The officers, possessed of the documents, 
patiently awaited the arrival of the incoming 
train on the Fergus Falls Division of the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba Road. The wily de- 
tectives, prabably anticipating some scheme at 
Minneapolis, and in the extreme anxiety to 
hold their long-looked-for and precious game, 
made arrangements ior alighting from the cars 
before reaching the Union Depot at this city, 
and accordingly jumped off near the St. Louis 
Elevator at ne Western avenue bridge. The 
trio, unobserved by any one, finally boarded a 
street-car and were taken to Washington ave- 
nue. After a ruther burried meal had been n- 
dulged in ata restaurant the pa ty leisurely 
walked to the Union Depot. They had 
not been at the depot more than 
ten minutes when Detectives O' Connor and 
Quinlan, accompanied »y Brainerd's friend, 
who had been somewhat disappointed by their 
non-appearunce when the Manitoba train ar- 
rived, reached the depot a second time. Saun- 
tering leisurely into the gentiemen’s waiting- 
room, the friend of Brainerd reudily indentified 
h w and pointed bim out to the detectives. 
The Minneapol.s and St. Paul officers were un- 
noticed by Bruinerd's custodians, who bad sep- 
arated with the idea of avoiding notice. ‘ne 
Poston officials about this time stepped up to 
the ticket office and were purchasing tickets 
for Chicago by the’ Ch cago & Northwestern 
train, which was to leave in less than half an 
hour, 
THE SECOND KIDNAPING. , 

-The local officers, seeing the opportunity, 
stepped quickly up to Brainerd, and in a few 
words uttered in a low tone informed the sur- 
prised embezzier of their business and toid him 
to accompany them. There was no occasion 
for using the writ of baveas corpus, inasmuch 
us Brainerd was not at that particular moment 
in the custody of the men who had captured 
him. 


Brainerd appeared exceedingly nervous, and 
at first seemed disposed not to accept the 
proffered treedom. After a very little per- 
suasion, nowever, Brainerd said: It you are 
my friends take me by force.“ This command 
was instantly obeyed, and the prisoner was 
hurried to a hack which had been provided for 
the occasion, and which was conveniently lo- 
cated immediately outside the main entrance, 
Except Detective Qu.nian all parties boarded 
the vehicle, and in less than a quarter of an 
hour Brainerd and his new capiors were be- 
yond the city limits and hastening to St. Paul. 
The run to the latter city wae made in less than 
forty minutes, and when they arrived there 
Brainerd, almost prostrated as the result of the 
exciting occurrences of the last five days, was 
turned over to the custody of his St. Paul 
friends, The fugitive was spirited away to 
some spot of safety not defin.tly kuown. 

In the meantime the Boston detectives, who 
appeared terribly surprised when, after pur- 
chusm their tickets to Chicago, they found 
that their captive bad taken a sudden and un- 
announced leave, immediately instituted a 
search for their missing game. The Hon. John 
G. Woolley, as counsel for Mr. Stranehan, the 
St. Albans man who bad signed Brainerd’s 
bonds, which were torfeited, was immediately 
advised of the facts in regard to 
the escape of Brainerd. The search 
through the night proved unavailing. The 
detectives, learning that a party answering the 
description of Brainerd was at Osseo, visited 
that point. Insome way or other Constabie 
Chandler of Osseo had learned of the facis, and 
for some reason as vet unexplained that officer 
arrested the detectives. They were shorily 
afterwards released, however, and returned to 
Minneupolis with Mr. Woolley. The Eastern 
officers went to St. Paul and spent the evening 
in efforts to locate Brainerd. They were un- 
successful, and later they returned to Minne- 
apolis. The impression 1s that Brainerd is en 
route to Winnipeg, and his recapture 1s ex- 
ceedingly doubtful.

COMMITTEES OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL CON- 
VENTION HARD AT WORK-—-THEIR PLANS 
WELL LAID AND GOOD RESULTS EXPECTED. 
Stoux FALLS, Dak., Sept. 10.—(| Special. |— 

But little was done in the Constitutional Con- 

vention itse.f today, but many committees 

have been diligently at work preparing matter 
for their reports. As the sentiment of tbe 
delegates becomes known the fa.sity of the 
charge that the people vf Dakota co not desire 
adivisonof the Territory becomes more and 
more evident. It has been asserted that only 
the politicians of the Territory want division. 
This is nota convention of professional poli- 
ticilans. It is composed largely of men who 
come fresh from the ranks of Dakota's most 
intelligent and most patriotic citizenship, and 
they are practically unanimous in the 
determination to re use to secept admission 
unless a division is first secured. Their study 
of the science of government seems to have 
convinced them that better and more econom- 
ical results can be secured by creating a com- 
pact State, instead of one whose unwieldly pro- 
portions and adverse interests would perpet- 
uate strife and jobbery. A committee repre- 
senting the Territorial Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union has arrived for the purpose 
of laboring to secure the insertion of . pronib- 
itory and wowen’s-suffrage clauses in the Con- 
stitution. The indications are that a major- 
ity of the candidates are Probibition- 
ists, but a great many of them do 
not want to draw too far upon the provisions 
of the Cons: itution, over which there need nec- 
essarily be no fight at the polis, by putting a 
probibitory section in the main body of the 
instrument. There are others, bowever, and 
among them Mr. Kanouse of Sanborn County— 
one o the most talented members of tue con- 
vention—who will not be satisfied with the sub- 

mission of the probibitory question in mereiy a 

separare form, but that is the way it is to go to 

the people. The woman-suffrage subject is not 
us yet likely to fare even that weil, though it nas 
numerous warm supporters in the convention. 

The policy of providing for the election of State 

officers and United States Senators and Repre- 

sentatives has been fuliy decided upon, and, 
therefore, during the coming session of Con- 
gress each branch of that body will be asked to 
admit two members trom South Dakota. 
Ninety delegates are now in attendance.

Gen. Logan spoke in response to the senti- 
ment: The Statesmen and Statesmanship of 
the War—They made it possible for us to gath- 
er the fruits of our victories.” 

His speech was.devoted in part to a defini- 
tion of statesmanship—his idea of the term, 
which he thought corresponded with that of 
the great body of the American people, being 
“the accomplishing in public affairs, 
ot that which is beneficial to the Nation.“ 
It was real statesmanship, he said, that not 
alone conceived but brought to a successful 
issue the unity and indepbndence of the Thir- 
teen Colonies and which subsequently accom- 
plished the Union of the American States. 


And, even as the true foundation of sover 


eignty bas been correvtly held to be the inti- 
mate union of power, wisdom, and goodness, 
so it is upon a combination of those three di- 
vine qualities that our sovereign Nation stands 
today. When the fathers of the great Ameri- 
can Republic died statesmanship by no means 
died with them. It befell their sone of later 
days to exhibit a statesmanship not inferior to 
theirs in quality. After referrmg to the work 
of Monroe, Jackson, Webster, Clay, Douglas, 
Seward, Chase, and Lincoln, and the great 
measures of statesmanship with which their 
names were linkea, Gen. Logan continued: 

„ And it is due, therefore, to the latter-day 
statesmanship of such modest workers as Mor- 
rl ot Vermont and Kelley of Pennsylvania— 
following tenaciously in the pathway made by 
the fathers of protection to labor from Wash- 
ington to Clay—that this Nation has had the 
bappiness of witnessing not alone days of 
plenty—=still, thank God, largely with us, when 
butter and sugar, tea and coffee, meat and even 
turkey is seen on the poor man’s dinner-table 
in America, while in many of the countries of 
Europe meat is a luxury rarely attainable— 
but that, while capital is secure, labor is 
protected as well as respected throughout the 
land. . 

„One word more. That we have had states- 
manship and statesmen in these latter days 
worthy of the older days of the Nation | think 
none can gainsay; but the end of these is not 
yet. There are statesmen in the land 
today and there will be statesmen tomorrow. 
They will see to it that the glorious banners of 
American industry shall not trail in the dust, 
nor the blessings of peace and plenty, which 
still cover this favored land with. sweet con- 
tentment, be sacrificed before the commercial 
juggernaut of the English system. They will 
take care that American education, adequately 
assisted from the surplus in the National 
Treasury, shall enlarge the boundaries of its 
enpobiing influences until, from Alaska to 
Texas, it gathers within its sacred circle every 
American child. And they will also see to it 
that the priceless jewel of a protected ballot, 
that precious political heritage and safeguard 
of our Republican liberties, filched and hidden 
as it may have been by unholy hands, its lustre 
dimmed and giory tarnished, sbail yet be re- 


stored in all its pristine purity and splendor to 
its proper place as the choicest gem .in the 
| dazzling coronet of American freedom. And, 


sir, it may as well be understood first as last 
that, until that restoration is accomplished, 


they will never relax their effortse—never, 


never, never!“ .

John T. Raymond recitea John Hay’s 
humorous poem about a Democratic Sergeant 
who brought home a negro that some Demo- 
crats wanted to take away from him.

Property. 


There was a growing impression yesterday 
that the extent of the Indiana school warrant 
swindle was not as great as has been believed. 
One reason why the frauds should be exageer- 
ated is this: The banks in Indiana bave of late 
been flooded with letters asking about the 
safety of the security. These letters come not 
only from Chicago, but also from some Eastern 
cities. For instance, N. W. Harris, who thought 
of buying a large amount of the warrants, 
wrote for advices from every bank in Indiana. 
Other bankers and brokers did thesame. These 
letters coming to the Indiana banks at the same 
time led them to think that an enormous 
amount of the paper was on the market, while, 


in fact, none had yet been floated. Undoubt- 


edly the same warrahts were taken to different 
brokers, so that alarge deduction must be 
made from the estimates of the Inaianans in 
regard to the amount of the steal. 

One way in which the fraud was committed 
came to light yesterday. Some trustees ordered 
a bill ot goods from a house here and sent upa 
warrant in payment. When the goods were 
shipped a bill was sent with them. The trust- 
ees took the bill, and with that evidence of the 
shipment of they issued a new warrant which 
they could sell by simply showing the bill as a 
guarantee. If the purchaser did not take the 
bill in order to secure himself this process 
could be repeated indefinitly. In some cases 
the same bill was used four or five times as the 
basis of warrants. | 

| POLLARD’S GHICAGO COUSIN. 

J. K. Poliard, a cousin of the absconding 
agent, was seen yesterday by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter: Tes, said he, I sold some of the 
warrants to Banning & Banning for a client of 
theirs. I got them as a loan from my cousin, 
R. B. Pollard, and I told Mr. Banning this morn- 
ing if there was any trouble about tne security 
he could hold me responsible for the pay- 
ment.“ 

Did you ever have any reason to believe 
that your cousin was not honest?“ 

Never. He always appeared to be perfect- 
ly straightforward, and his father is one of the 
most upright men I ever knew. Hetold me 
that every bit of paperin his possession was 
perfectiy good, and that it was for orders al- 
ready filed or which were about to be fiiled.’’ 

How about that trausaction in Aurora 
where he was accused of making a false return 
of bis property? 

„Well, I went out to see him when he was in 
jail, and was satisfied that he was all right in 
that. The facts are that he really had the 
property which he scheduled, but that he put 
too bigh a valuation upon it. The last time 1 
saw him was two weeks ago. He left bere and 
said he was going to Boston. It is my belief, 
however, that he went directly to Canada. I 
think that some one is behind him in all these 
transactions, as I don't believe that he had 
enough brains to design the scheme himself.“ 


MR. DAVIS NOT WORRIED. 


A. E. Davis was seen yesterday in reference 
toatelegram stating that Judge Thoman of 
Washington had bought a house with $14,000 
of these warrants. He said the dispatch 
was true, and that Judge Thoman had received 
the warrants from him as a loan. The war- 
rants were not those gotten out by Pollard, 
and he thought they were perfectly good. “I 
have had, said he, at different times per- 
baps $100,000 of these warrants. About $30,000 
of them I bought from Pollard. Some of them 
I bave disposed of and others I still keep. The 
matter is one which concerns me and the par- 
ties to whom I have sold them. I have not 
been asked to take back a dollar of the paper 
which I have sold. I believed when I bought 
Potlard's warrants that they were perfectly 
good, and I still believe that they can be coi- 
lected. When Pollard was bere two weeks ago, 
and was trying to float such large blocks of the 
paper, he never came near me. I have not seen 
him for a month.“ 


FURTHER DISCOVERIES IN INDIANA. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 10.—(Speceial.]— 
The excitement. over the fraudulent issue of 
township orders continues, and further dis- 
coveries of the operations of the swindlers 
have been made, The spurious warrants are 
held by banks and capitalists in nearly every 
county in the State, and a very large amount 
is known to also be in circulation in the East. 
A financial panic seems likely to result in In- 
diana from the swindies. From a law firm in 
this city it was learned today that the bogus 
paper is held by the following persons in the 
amouuts named:

A telegram from Greensburg, where Pol- 
lard, the chief conspirator in the scheme, for- 
merly lived, states that Ezra Lettening bolds 
warrants for $7,500, some of which are now 
due. Thomas Poole, marble dealer, who came 
into possession of $20,000 about one year ago, 
managed to get $1,000 by insisting on Pollard 
selling them for him, but at a discount of $250. 
A syndicate of seven men connected with the 
Third National Bank of Greensburg are re- 
ported to be ho!ding $10,000 to $14,000 of the 
spurious warrants. 

A dispatch from Seymour, Johnson County, 
states that a number of boxes containing 
school furniture are in store at Ewing ad- 
dressed to Robert N. Martin, Trustee of Owen 
Township. The invoice of furniture is from 
Chicago, and a heavy amount of charges is 
due thereon. The Commissioners of Daviess 


County today ordered an immediate report 


from all the trustees of that county, and a 
prominent attorney there who has been in- 
vestigating the matter gives it as his opinion 
that there are further developments yet to 
come. 

A close examination of the accounts of the 
absconding trustees discloses that John Clarke 
is short about $3,000 in his accounts. His rel- 
atives offer to make good the amount and re- 
lease his bondsmen from liability.

Before invoking the Legislature to pr a 
remedy for the eyil already done, it not 
the sensible thing to do to use diligently the 
means past Legislatures have provided, and so 
find out positively whether further legislation 
is needed to perfect the remedy? But 
legisiation with a view. to render 
swindies by public servants-impossible; is the 
sheerest folly. Men can’t be made honest by 
law, and as long as are dishonest swindles 
will be perpetrated. Neither in puablio nor in 
private business can you bedge completely 
against dishonesty. 

Tne Indiana law relative to township trust- 
ees may need amendment. Butit ought not 
to be amended, thinking thereby to render 
swindles impossible or dishonesty unavailing. 
It is possible the law lodges too much discre- 
tion in township trustees, Still the Legisia- 
ture must lodge discretion somewhere in the 
public service, ana nowhere can discretion, 
discreetly and bonestly used, be made more ef- 
fective for public good than in boards of school 
trustees. , 

It follows, therefore, that to accomplish the 
greatest good to the greatest number, it is 
the duty of the ‘friends of the Iindi- 
ana public-school system not to at- 
tempt by-legislaygon to make it impossibie 
for school boards to be dishonest and thereby, 
perhaps, greatly diminish their possibilities for 
usefulness, but by a conscientious discharge 
of their duties as in, the selection of 
members of school s to Wake it improba- 
bie that they will be dishonest. In other words, 
they must not attempt to do by law what can 
only be done by discharging their duties as cit- 
izens. The swindles already perpetrated re- 
flect not on, the wisdom of those who designed 
the pubdlic-school system of Indiana, nor on 
the wisdom of the plan adopted to carry it out, 
but on the cerelesness, indifference, or venality 
of the voters who chose the instruments for 
carrying the design into effect. If the loss 
falls on them it will be a merited though severe 
rebuke to, their infidelity to the sacred trusts 
of citizenship.

CRITICISM ON THE REVENUE COMMISSION 
AND ITS CAUSE—STATE-HOUSE WORK 
BIDS—VARIOUS FISH FRIES—GEN. LOGAN 
EXPECTED. 1 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 10.— Special. The 

Democratic organ of this city ang a number of 

the rural newspapers of the State have for sev- 

eral days past been devoting much of their ed- 
itorial space to criticising the action of Gov. 

Ogiesby in selecting the members of the com- 

mission to revise the revenue laws of the 

State, and have been free to assert that the 

commission was appoiuted wich a view of con- 

ciliating the interests of the large corpora- 
tions of the State by placing thereon 

a number of corporation lawyers, and others 

have expressed their disapproval! on the ground 

that the commission is composed of lawyers, 
and that other interests of the State have been 
ignored. The facts are, that of the twelve 
members appointed four are practicing law- 
vers. Wh le several of the others have been 
admitted to the bar, and some of them bave at 


some time practiced law, they are now either 


retired {rom p:actice or are engaged in some 
other business, while at least three of the gen- 
Llemen ure not lawyers. 

The animus oi these criticisms and the origin 
the:eo:' were aptly explained by a prominent 
politician in a conversation with Tak TaRiBUNE 
correspondent today. Speaking of these crit- 
icisms, be said: : 

They originate from the members of the Illinois 
Press Associition, who recommended for appoint- 
ment on the Commission E. A. Snively of Spring- 
feld, and M. W. Matthews of Urbana, editor of the 
Urbana Herald. The real object of the Press As- 
sociation was to get Mr. snively appointed, but 
for the look of the thing they thvught best to 
recommend Mr. Matthews also. There was no in- 
consistency in the action of the Mxecutive Com- 


mittee of the Association in recommending Mr. 


Snively for the position. The members of the 
country press know their man, and kae ju«t what 
they were doing. Mr. Snively bad been tried on the 
subject-of revenue by that association and was 
fuund not wanting. That is, he had not been 
found waating lung. The members of the country 
press wunted more revenue, and Mr. Snivelys 
was selected to devise the way to induce the 
Generul Assembly to provide it. Mr. Snively got 
what they wanted for them by sécuring the pas-

of un act entitled An act to require officers hav- 
ing in their custody public funds to prepare and 
publish an annual stutement of the, receipt and 
disbursement of such funds.“ The revenue 
svught to de derived from this source as originally 
devised was considerably larger, but certain pro- 
visions added by the General Assembly after it 
leit the hands of the committee of the association. 
of which Mr. Snively was Chuirman, and us such 
was vested with extraordinary powers, exempted 
a good many pubiic officers; but even with these 
amendments the lawis a source of considerabie 
revenue to country publishers. It was but 
pataral that the association which Mr. Snively 
served so . faithtuily and successfully 
should recognize his talent in the revenue 
line, and that the members should exhibit some 
grutitade tor favours conferred. On the other band, 
the pubiic will judge whether the Governor has 
erred in omitting to appoint Mr. Snively, evea 
though he had the indorsement of the IIIinois Press 
Association. The Governor may not have been 
advised of the service rendered by Mr. Sui ely to 
the association, but, if he had been, it is doubttul 
if it had raised Mr. Snively in his eyes to the dig- 
nity of a Revenue Commissioner. 

The geveral comment of those who have 
seen the Commission together bas been rather 
complimentary than otherwise.

Black and Cleveland 
have carried their point by compelling her to 
retire, but in view of the time and manner of 
her resignation they can hardly contemplate 
the achievenient with a high degree of manly 
satisfaction. 

The appointment of Mrs. Mulligan will 
provoke no hostile comment. She is the 
widow ot a gallant Union soldier, worthy of 
every consideration on that account, and it is 
only fair to presume that she will succeed in 
the performance of her duties as well as Miss 
Sweet. Her appointment, indeed, forms a 
pleasant contrast to the many cases where 
Gen. Black has put old Copperheads and 
Rebels in the offices where Union pensions 
are paid.

DEMOCRATIC RAIDS UPON SCHOOLS. 

The Democrats of Indiana and Texas seem 
to be organizing a system of raids upon pub- 
lic education which bids fair, unless they 
shall be speedily checked, to wipe their 
schools out of existence, or at least to make 
their support a most intolerable burden upon 
the taxpayers, irrespective of party. In the 
southern counties of Indiana, where igno- 
rance is almost as dense as itis in the most 
illiterate sections of the South, and where 
the prejudice against knowledge is quite as 
bitter, the stealing of school funds takes the 
form of illegal issuing of warrants for sup- 
plies which are to be forthcoming (?) some 
time during the next generation, the funds 
realized by the discounting of the warrants 
meanwhile being divided between the bank- 
ers who buy them, the middlemen who ne- 
gotiate them, and the township trustees who 
issue them. Several hundred thousand dol- 
lars of money which should have been re- 


served for school purposes has thus been 


squandered or diverted from its legit- 
imate channel, and whether it can .be recov- 
ered remains to be seen. If it cannot, and 
in all probability it will not, as a majority 
of the trustees are now in Canada, and the 
parties who invested in the orders are inno- 
cent, the school tax in Southern Indiana will 
be something stupendous for several years to 
come. 

Texas, however, takes the palm for its 
anti-school raids. It need hardly be re- 
marked that Texas is a Democratic State. 
She gave about 140,000 majority for Cleve- 
land and reform. There ate no Republican 
officeholders in Texas at present of any kind, 
and there never have been any who had any- 
thing to do with the school funds, so they 
cannot be charged with the rascalities which 
have recently come to light. They are 
chargeable directly to the ‘* reformers.” 
Their extent, as shown by the Galveston 
News, the leading Democratic journal of the 
State, indicates a much more virulent oppo- 
sition to education than prevails even in 
Posey County, where the ability to read, 
write, and cipher is considered a capital of- 
fense. Under the new Constitution Texas 
controls all the public lands within her do- 
main, and one-half of it, or about 33,790,000 
acres, was set apart as a public-school fund. 
During the ten years which have elapsed 
since the adoption of the Constitution, by 
a comprehensive system of robbery the 
fund has been defrauded of 12,459,- 
563 acres, worth $25,000,000, This is 
not the whole story of mismanage- 
ment by the School Board, for $2,000,000 
more has been lost to the fund by the neg- 
lect of ‘the board in collecting its rents from 
the cattle barons—cattle in that State of 
Democratic reform being of more account 
than education. In all, therefore, the school 
fund has been robbed of $27,000,000, which 
seems colossal apart from surrounding cir- 
cumstances, but not so large when it is re- 
membered that Texas gave 140,000 majority

—evidence of itself sufficient to account for 
the size of the Cleveland majority. The 
Democrats of Texas do not even confine 
themselves to stealing the school funds.

PROHIBITION MADNESS. 
“Whom the gods would destroy they first 
make mad.” The old adage was never more 
clearly illustrated than in the actionof the 
Prohibitionists of New York at their recent 
convention, There were the customary rbe- 


torical violence against Republicans and the 


usual pretense of assailing Democrats, under 
the cover of which they seek to advance the 
cause of the adversary. But upon this oc 
casion they went still further and made a 
violent assault upon the church, stigmatizing 
it as the bulwark of the rum-power.” As 
St. John has recently been in New York, 
counseling with the Prohibition leaders, we 
are probably safe in the assumption that they 
propose hereafter not only to fight the Re- 
publican party but the church also in their 


mad determination to help the party of free 


whisky, 

The cause for this senseless and fanatical 
onslaught is not far to seek. Within the 
last year the church has to a large extent 
placed itself upon the side of high license. 
Its ministers and its newspaper organs, real- 
izing that high license will reduce the evils 
of intemperance, that prohibition cannot stop 
men from drinking or saloonkeepers from 
selling, and that politically the Prohibition- 
ists are playing into the hands of the anti- 
temperance party, have refused to identify 
themselves any longer with such an imprac- 
ticable movement and have come out boldly 
and openly as advocates of the only genuine 
measure of temperance reform. In revenge 
the Prohibitionists have assailed the church 
and have allowed their blind fanaticism to 
carry them to the utmost verge of intolerance 
and folly. Their course, however, will avail 
them nothing. It only shows the desperate- 
ness of their situation and betrays the real 
significance of their movement. It will 
be powerless to affect the election 
in New York or any other State. Republicans 
have already learned to do without them and 
do not longer propose to appeal to them or 
to calculate that they will vote their ticket. 
Whatever victories Republicans gain here- 
after will be gained without Prohibition help 
and in spite of their corrupt alliance with the 
free-whisky party. Their assault upon the 
church, on the other hand, will not affect it 
nor make it any the less zealous in its advo- 
cacy of the only practical and rational method 
of temperance reform. Unquestionably the 
church as a whole would prefer prohibition 
if it could see any way to obtain it. Expe- 
rience and repeated tests having shown the 
impossibility of reaching such a result, the 
only course left for it is to support the meth- 
ods that tend to minimize the evils of intem- 
perance in preference to a system which 
only damages the very cause its followers 
profess to advocate, and this it has done. 

If there were no other evidence, this as- 
sault-upou the church of itself would show 
that the Prohibition movement is in a condi- 
tion. of collapse. It is no longer an important 
factor in political contests. In New York its 
vote will be hardly recognizable this fall. In 
Ohio it has grown so weak that the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor can afford to 
kick it one side as unworthy of consideration. 
The undisguised alliance of dts leaders with 
the party of free whisky has killed it, and its 
ranks have been thinned by constant deser- 
tions, especially in the rural districts, Those 
who are left will cast their votes this fall, as 
usual, in the interests of the Democratic 
party and against temperance, but they wil- 
not be a source of apprehension. Prohibil 
tion is in the article of death. 


HOW GRANT WAS ROBBED. 

Ferdinand Ward’s testimony in the suit of 
his assignee against Warner amounts simply 
to a confession that he conducted the affairs 
of the Grant & Ward firm as a matter of sys- 
tematic stealing. It was hardly supposed 
that Ward would be so frank in his admis- 
sions; but as the evidence against him was 
all a matter of record he could not deny the 
proofs that were furnished in black and white 
by his own checks and account-books. . One 
portion of Ward’s evidence before the referee 
ran as follows: 

Dia Mr. Warner ever ask you the nature of 
the cOntracts which were paying 20 per cent a 
month?” asked the lawyer. 

Never,“ said Ward, with energy. 

Were the sums you paid on those contracts 
sums which were actually earned?’’ 

„They were not,“ said Ward. 

„Can you refer to a single instance in which 
you or Grant & Ward earned profiis on those 
contracts?“ 

** No, sir.” 

Here the spectators crowded nearer to hear 
the next question, 

„Well,“ said Gen. Hubbard, drawing a long 
breath, what was this money that you paid to 
Mr. Warner if it was not profit?“ 

The court-room was breathless. Ward's 
voice sunk to a whisper. “It was money 
received from other parties,” he said. 


The other parties” of course were Gen. 
Grant, his sons and their wives, together 
with friends of the family and a few out- 
siders who were induced to put their money 
into Ward’s hands by reason of the fabulous 
stories about ‘‘Government contracts.” As 
a matter of fact there were no Government 
contracts or other investments worthy of 
mention, but the main business of the Grant 
& Ward firm was to take in money and hand 
it over to the mysterious Warner. While 
everybody else lost heavily this mysterious 
worthy realized millions in profits, which 
was the polite term Ward applied to the 
plunder taken from Gen. Grant and his 
friends. The whole scheme was simply a 
matter of barefaced stealing, and the only 
thing about it that remains unsolved is the 
precise relation that existed between Ward 
and Warner. 

It must be remembered that the testimony 
Ward has been giving is in a private suit, 
and it is not likely this evidence can be used 
against him when he is tried under the in- 
dictment. The record evidence, however, 
will be the same, and when in one court 
Ward was compelled to admit its truth it is 
not easy to see how he will dispute it in an- 
other. Probably Ward’s line of defense will 
be an attempt to show that Warner was the 
instigator and chief actor in the fraud. Ap- 
parently Ward and Warner have fallen.out, 
and although honest men may still fail to get 
theirdues it is possible that the upshot of 
the matter will be an administration of jus- 
tice as certain and severe as that reached in 
the case of Banker Fish. Still it may be 
well to view the quarrel of Ward and Warner 
with considerable circumspection. Possibly 
they are not such bitter enemies as the court 
proceedings would indicate. Circumstances 
suggest that, as in the famous controversy be- 
tween Messrs. Box and Cox, there may be no 
2 antipathy on one side, nor any 

„violent animosity” on the other.

LONDON, Sept. 10.—|Via .Mackay-Bennett

Many of the criti 
cisms are based on sentimental grounds and 
deplore the occurrence of anything calculated 
to disturb the pleasant relations which were 
becoming so firmly cemented between En- 
gland and America. Some of them are more 
outspoken and treat of the American 
Vice-President’s utterances as a serious 
grievance which will require some sort of di- 
plomatic action. None ot them however, have 
gone to the length of demanding an official 
apology, and it is not likely that the reserves 
will be ordered out this week. 5

TWO SICK ENGLISH STATESMEN, 

The health of Lord Randolph Churchill, Sec 
retary of State for India, it is alleged, has 
given way under the severe strain of his offi- 
cial duties and the part he has taken in the Par- 
liamentary campaign. It is announced that ail 
of his Lordship’s political engagements have 
been canceled in accordance with the impera- 
tive orders of his physicians, and that he will 
not. make a public speech until next Novem- 
ber, when, it is said, he will address the voters 
of Birmingham just prior to the Parliamentary 
election. The illness is believed in political cir- 
cles to be merely a diplomatic move to gain time. 
Lord Randy is surprised, disgusted, and 
alarmed at the general chorus of approval 
which has greeted Chamberlain’s defiance of 
Parnell. This approbation has come quite 
as heartily from the Tories as from the Rad. 
cals, and it seriously menaces Churchill’s 
claims to leadership and his reputation asa 
shrewd campaigner. Under the circumstances 
he wants to extinguish him for the present and 
to watch how the cat jumps before hidding for 
the favor of either the Purnellites or the Lip- 
erais. 

It is stated that Lord Randolph Churchill is 
suffering from nervous prostration. A few 
weeks’ rest will restore him to good health. 

Mr. Gladstone is suffering ftom an attack of 
lumbago, which has confined Him to his nouse. 
He was calied upon by a deputation of private 
citizens desiring to learn if he intended leading 
the Liberals in the coming electoral campaign. 
Mr. Gladstone declined to state his intentions. 

A number of prominent Tories are urging 
the Government to postpone the elections until 
January. Lord Salisbury has consulted with 
his colleagues on the subject, and it has been 
decided to appoint Nov. 14 as election-day. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in the preface to his work 
on the Radical program, says that radicalism, 
which has hitherto been the creed of the 
numerous section of the Liberal party outside 
ot the House of Commons, will benceforth be 
a powerful factor inside. The Radical aims, 
he says, are constructive, not destructive. 


SPAIN AND GERMANY. 

An authoritative statement is made in Lon- 
don this (Friday) morning that the questions 
in dispute between Spain and Germany have 
been arranged satisfactoriiy to both Cabinets, 
and that tue Vigo and Valencia consulate mat- 
ters will be settled separateiy. Germany al- 
lowed the Spanish Government to act in such a 
way as to avoid popular outbursts. : 
The Oficial Gazette of Berlin says that Aug. 19 
the Government received a note from Spain 
protesting against Germany’s occupation of 
the Caroline Islands, and that Prince Bismarck’s 
reply was handed to the Spanish Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Sept. 4. In his reply Prince 
Bismarck pointed out that German traders who 
had resided for many years on the Caroline 
Islands, believing the islands to be unclaimed, 
had demanded the protection of Germany. 
Such protection, the Chancellor said, would 
have been ‘either solicited nor granted if it 
had been thought that Spain claimed 
the archipelago. Official inquiries showed 
that the only interests represented on the isl- 
ands were German and British, the former 
largely predominating. In view of the fact 
that Spain had made no objection to Germany’s 
note of March, 1875, in which Germany retuted 
Spanish claims to the Carolines, Germany was 
justified in regarding the islands as owneriess, 
The annexation bad been effected in good fait b, 
and Germany was willing, in a friendly spirit, 
to examine into the claims now put forth by 
Spain or to submit the matter to arbitrauon, 
The Chancellor, in concluding his re- 
ply, said that the question was 4 
too trivial one to imperil the friend- 
ship existing between Spain and Germany, 
Prince Bismarck, after along discussion with 
tne members of German houses baving a large 
Pacific trade, prepared plans some months ago 
for the occupation by Germany of the princi- 
pal islands of the Marshal, Pelew, Gilbert, and 
the Caroline groups. 

It is semi-officiaily announced at Berlin that 
Spain has not yet replied to Germany's sugges- 
tion to refer the Carolines question to a friend- 
ly Power for arbitration, nor has Spain replied 
to Germany’s demand for. reparation for tne 
insult to the German Embassy at Madrid Satur- 
day last. | 

King Alfonso presided at the Spanish Cabinet 
council today. Aa elaborate answer to Ger- 
many was drawn up in the most friendly terms, 
explaining the claims of Spain to the Caroline 
Islands, and demandm that Germany recog- 
nize them. 

The Spanish Government has just dispatched 
a special messenger to Berlin with an addition- 
al note to Germany in regard to the serious 
question at issue between the two Govern- 
ments. This note, which was approved at the 
council of Ministers held today, requests Ger- 
many to renounce all intention of establishing 
a suzerainty over the Caroline and Pelew 


Islands.

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A THRILLING EXPERIENCE AT SEA. 

Information comes this (Friday) morning 
from Genoa to the effect that the steamer Villa 
de Malaga, with sixty passengers and a crew of 
twenty-eight, foundered near Savona. When 
the vessel, which was supposed to have struck 
upon à rock, was found to besinking, a terrible 
panic ensued among the passengers, and the 
crew, it is said, availed themselves of the con- 
fusion thus created to lower three boats with 
which the ship was provided and made good 
their escape from the sinking ship. Forty-four 
passengers, however, managed to, save the in- 
selves, the remaining sixteen being drowned. 
The cowardly action on the part of the crew 
has aroused much indignation here. 

John de Winter, the Master of the bark John 
R. Stanhope of Rockland, Me., has just given 
the toliowing thrilling story of the loss of the 
Norwegian bark Rogeland of-Hangesund and 
of the rescue of the four survivors of the 
wrecked vessel: It sailed from Rock- 
land, Me.,“ said Capt. de Winter, Aug. 2, 
bound for this place. About 9 o'clock 
the evening of the 12th we suddenly ran into a 
lot of wreckage, and presently fell foul of the 
top of a ship’s-bouse. Two bours later we 
were startied by the despairing cries of several 
men. We launched a boat manned by the 
mate and two men, who pulled in the direction 
from which the ories came. After a 
short time our boat returned with 
two men—Sverd Heigesen, the second mate 
of the Rogeland; Seaman Bora Hendrickson— 
and a boy named Nilson, who had been picked 
up, in the last state of exhaustion, floating on 
a rough raft built of deals. They reported that 
they formed part of the crew of the Rogeland. 
and with the exception of the steward, Kuudt 
Nilson, whom we picked up after an anxious 
search on the following morning, aiso floating 
on some deals, were the only survivors. 
When Helgesen was strong enough to tell his 
story he said that the Rogeland had capsized 
in a fearful gale the moraing of the 10th. The 
Captain and several of the crew managed to 
cling to the keel of the vessel, but the furious 
sea soon swept them off, and no more was seen 
of them. Hegesen and the boy Nilson were 
just sinking when, with a last effort, 
they clutched ut a plank which was floating by 
and managed tu keep their heads above water 
until several more planks anda bit of rope 
floated in their way. Although they were ter- 
ribly weak and bruised they were able to make 
a rude, loose raft, on which they passed that 
night. In the morning Hendrickson succeeded 
in joining them, and the steward, who had 
also escaped from drowning, followed their ex- 
ample and made a second raft. All suffered 
much from hunger and thirst. The llth they 
sighted a steamer, but were not seen by its 
crew. About midday the 12tb another steamer 
bore down toward them eastward-bound. Leav- 
ing the boy and the steward on the rats to 
Signal the vessel with a jacket and 
an upright plank, Helgesen and Hendrick- 
son knocked four deais together and paddied 
with a bit of board right toward the track of 
the steamer, They sbrieked out loudly and 
splashed the water in order to attract atten- 
tion. The officers, whom they could plainly 
distinguish on the bridge, as the raft was less 
than half a mile distance from the steamer, 


either did not see them or would not heed their 


cries.”’ 
IRELAND. | 


The latest novelty in Irish agrarian outrages 
is reported from County Roscommon. A smal! 
farmer who had occupied a tract of pasture 
land near Baliinsloe was recently evicted from 
bis holding under circumstances which he and 
his neighbors considered unjust. A few days 
ago the owner of the land undertook to mow 
the grass, but found that every one of his 
mowing-machines became disabled as soon as 
it was set to work. An investigation showed 
that the fields had been sown with iron spikes, 
which were picked up by the machines and 


speedily reduced them to wrecks. The owner 


is now seeking compensation under the Mali- 
cious Injuries act. The case raises a new ques- 
tion in law, and the Government is indisposed 
to pay for the ruined mowing-machines. 

It is reported that the English Government 
has refused a pension to Mr. Cornwall, ex-Sec- 
retary of the General Post-Office, Dublin, be- 
cause he refuses to continue his action for libel 
against Mr. William O’Brien, M. P. and editor 
of United Ireland. 

The Bank of Ireland has received another 
£50,000 from the Bank of England to enable it 
to meet any demands that may be made upon it. 

The Harbor Commissioners at Belfast gave a 
banquet last night to the Earl of Carnarvon. 
The Earl made a long speech, in the course of 
which he said it was time to reject sentiment 
and institute an impartial and searching in- 
quiry into the relative merits of free trade and 
protection. He had been struc« by the vast 
natural resources of the West of Ireland that 
remained undeveloped owing to the absence ot 
railways and markets. It was a delicate ques- 


tion whether the Government should aid in 


the development of these resources, but the 
circumstances of Ireland were similar to thuse 
of colonies, where such aid had been given with 
advantage. 

Archbishop Waish, speaking at Castle Knock 
today, protested against depriving Catholic 
children of State aid in their education. 

The Countess of Kingston has offered the 
tenants of ber estates, the largest in the South 
of Ireland, facility to purchase their holdings 
under the Land-Purchase act. She reminds 
them that this is an unusual opportunity 
which is not likely to occur again. 

BRITISH NEWS. 

The British Association devoted yesterday 
morning to papers read by the delegates in 
each section, and the evening to a conversa- 
zione and to the inspection of the rare colleo- 
tion of manuscripts and autographs, lent to the 
art gallery by the Earl of Crawford and Bai- 
ecarres and by Mr. John Webster, M. P., 
for the delight of their fellow-members. 
Among this collection was a vellum 
prayer-book of singularly 
interest. It was originally the property of 
Catherine de Medici. It passed from her to 
Francis II., then to Queen Mary, and ultimately 
to her uncle, whose signature appears on the 
book, together with those of its previous 
owners.

INTERESTING PAPERS AND DISCUSSIONS AT

THE ADAPTABILITY OF IRON SHUTTERS— 
POLITICS AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS—A 
BALL LAST NIGHT AND A CLAM-BAKE. 
TODAY. 

The convention of the National Association of 
Fire Engineers continued its session today. 
The 150 delegates first took up the subject of 
irod shutters and their value. Chief Shea of 
New York thought they were of value in pre- 
venting the spread of fire from one 
building to another. He favored a shutter 
made of wood and covered with metal, because 
it will not shrink in a fire like an iron shut- 
ter. Another chief said that if the shutters 
on a certain large building in Boston had 
not been tightly closed Nov. 9 1872, 
the great Boston fire would never have oc- 
curred,. Chief O’Connor of New. Orleans said 
that in his city there was an appliance by 
means of which, after opening one shutter on 
the lower floor, all could be opened. When 
the heat in the building reaches 110° Fabren- 
heit a gong is made to ring, and ali the shut- 
ters are thrown open at once, 

All the speakers thought politics and fire de- 
partments should be kept apart. Chief Taylor 
of Richmond believed it impossible to prevent 
politicians from meddling with fire depart- 
ments. My experience, he said, in South- 
ern departments is this: When the white man 
is in power no negro fireman has a chance; 
when the negro is in power no white man has 
a chance.“ 

The firemen attended a ball tonight, and to- 
morrow’s. program includes a clam-bake, an 
excursion, and fireworks. This is the last day 
of the convention.

THE CYCLONE ENCOJUNTERS A GALE. 

According to a private dispatch received from 
Alabaster, Lake Huron, yesterday afternoon, the 
barge Cyclone, {ore-laden from Marquette, is 
ashore ngar that port and will probably prove a 
total loss. No further particalars ‘were given in 
the dispatch. The Cyclone has quite an interesting 
history. She was launched at Cleveland in May, 
1856, and was then the prop Pittsburg, one of the 
finest steamers on the lakes in her day. For many 
years she belonged to the Western Transportation 
Company, and was at one time commanded by 
Capt. James Beckwith, the well-known Chicago 
vessel-agent. After being in active service for 
many years she finally dropped out of class, 
and in 1878 was set down in the Inland 
Lioyds as rotten and uninsurabie, At 
that time she was owned by Crosthwaite of Buffa- 
lo. Soon after she got into trouble and about the 
time a United States officer was searching for her 
she was run into the barbor at Port Maitland, 
Ont., and sunk. She remained on the bottom until 
1880, when she was bought for a nominal sum and 
taken to Buffalo to be rebuilt. There her machin- 
ery was taken out and she was converted into a 
barge. Last winter she was given new steel arches 
and other extensive improvements and is now 
classed A2 and given a valuation of $14,000, al- 
though it is generally known that Saginaw parties 
offered $18,000 for her some time ago.

BEGINNING OF THE NEW COLLEGIATE TERM—

pired. The trustees hoped io muke some 
arrangement by which the creditor could be 
‘utistiei and the property retained, But even 
i: the worst came and the buiding had to be 
abandoned, the university would stili continue, 
for it was gomething apart from the buil ing 

would be maintaiued. The City of Chi- 
cago, the g eat centre of the Northwest, was 
bound to have a great university at some 


‘future time, and they would have the best 


opportunity of securing it, of becomm ts 
foundation in fact, as they were already in the 
field. In regard to the denominauonal influ- 
ence of the institution he denied mat anything 
of the kind existed; it ought to ve under 
re igious influenve, but not under sectarianism, 
Its administrauon should bave a broad basis, 
but the religious elemeut was essential to the 
life of an educational inetitution. The rever- 
end speuker concluded with some wuolesome 
advice to the students about their present 
duties and future efforts. 

The professors in the different departments 
then guve out the topics of study ior the open- 
ing day of recital.ons, after which the students 
were dismissed. The faculty for the ensu:ng 
year wili be as follows: Prof. Aionzo J. Howe, 
mathematics, and as Chairman o the faculty 
the duties of President will devolve upon bim 
until tne position is permanently filled; Prof, 
Edward Olson, Greek language and literature; 
Prof. Lewis Stuart, Latin: Prof. J. D. S. Riggs, 
principal of preparatory department and Sec- 
retary of the faculty; Pro:. Geo ge W. Hough, 
astronomy and Superintendent of the Dearboro 
Observatory; Prof. Allen A; rauilt Griffith, elo- 
cution and oratory: Prof. Oscar Howes, mod- 
ern languages; Prof. William Kerr Hig- 
ley, chemistry and geology; Prof. N. 
E. Wood, D. D., intelectual and moral 
philosophy. The last two departments named 
are the only ones in which any chunge has 
been made from last yea. In conversation 
Prof. Howe stated that there would be a reor- 
ganization of the Board of Trustees in u short 
time—probably early in October - and that they 
wouid immediately enter upon an earnest ef-

DRUG MONEY. 
CHICAGO FIRMS DO NOT THINK MUCH OF THE

them that the Government was indebted to

power of attorney and an agreement 
to pay 38 per cent of the amount co iccted. 
No very distinct hint is given as io the nature 
of claims, and considerab e curiosity has been 
awakened in the drug trade. Mr. Rayner of the 
firm ot Buck & Ra; ner received one of the cir- 
culars about three weeks ago, but threw it 
aside, as be declined to sign the required tron- 
clad power-oi-attorney co.atract. He thinks 
that the claims have some reierence to the old 
Stamp act. Under this act, which was abol- 
isbed some years ago, importers of foreign 
proprietary medicines, perfumes, ctc., alter 
paying something like 50 per cent duty, hau to 
put-an internai-revenue stump at the rate of 


four cents per dollar on each article of impor- 


tation. The constitutionality of the imposition 
of such a tax after the duty had been paid is in 
all probability the basis for the alleged ciaims 
which the Washington iawrers are seeking 10 
estab.ish.

80, because it rested exclusiveiy on the testi- 
mony of Wright, which was given before 
Mackin was called upon totestily. i made the 
point under, the siaiute law that the grand 
jury had no right to call Mackin as a w:tness 
as soon as it appeared that he might be in- 
dicted himself. It would have been d fferent 
bad the Wrights been called after Mackin had 
testified. Asa matter of fact. the indictment 
rested on the testimony of only one man, and 
and is therefore not tenabie in a perjury case 
under our statute, The conviction also rested 
on the testimony of. the Wr guts alone, legally 
speaking, as all the other testimony was only 
bearsay evidence. Again, the charge of the 


Judge was contrary to lav. as it did not follow 


the statute provided for perjury Cases, and, be- 
sides, the indictment was void because charg- 
ing Mackin with haying ordered tickets trom 
the Wright brothers, while the evidence showed 
t ne had dealt. with only oneof the brothers, 
the other brouer havme not even col.aterai 
knowledge of the transaction. I consider my 
points strong and unanswerabie, and I cannot 
see how the court can ignore them and susta n 
the ver liet. Storrs’ argument would be strong 
were it not for the tact that the equity of the 
case is all against Mackin.”’

Van Ulm, who was arrested ou the suspicion 
that he poisoned William Murray, a jail pris 
oner, was brought to the Btate’s Attorne, 
office yesterday afternoon by Detective Cos- 
grove and questioned about the bringing into 
jail of the alleged poisoned cake. He was 
wary and evasive in answering all questions. 

Wiliam Murray last night affirmed bis identi- 
fication of Van Ulm as the young man who 
brought him the cake. Who said I tailed to 
Uim when Detective Cosgrove 
brought bim before metoday?” he asked. 1 
rememde ed bm at once asi did Wednesday 
night when be was first broughtio. Van U.m 
is certainly the man who brought me the poi- 
soued cake, and I never wavered in my identi- 
fication.’’ 

Andre Andrews denies the truth of all stories 
in any way copnectim bim with the alleged 
poisoned cake. ana has offered a rewurd of 
$200, which he win pay upon the cony.ction of 
the people who, be says, bave conspired to 
injare him by mixing him up with the criminal 
Murray.

“More than 4,000 have called this morning, 
but be went out early,“ said the clerk at the 
Palmer House yesterday when asked if Post- 
master-General Vilas was in hisroom. Not- 
withstanding the late bour to which the Army

to see rather than waiting to be seen by those 
who sought him. He finally gained the rooms of 
the Iroquois Club, and it was here that a reporter 
for THs Tune met bim. He expressed an 
unwillingness to be interviewed, but said in 
reply to a question about the new Postmasters 
that the postal se: vice had not suffered in its 
efficiency trom the new men, und, while there 
might be local inconveniences for atime from 


the changes, no complaints from that source 
bad reaehed the department. He boped that 
tne time would come when a change of Ad- 
ministration would not mean to a great Many 
a compiete change in the working forces oi the 
Government, although it was proper that 
the administrative offices should be filed with 
menof the party in power. He said he had 
found the work rather difficult, requiring his 
time from 9 ia the morning to 5 and 6 o'clock 
in the evening. The business of the Post-Office 
was an immense carrying trade, by the side of 
which the traffic of a road like the St. Paul 
seemed rather small.

THE CITY’S AFFAIRS. 
NEW PUMPING-ENGINES WANTED. 
The Department of Public Works is now 
ready to receive proposals for furnishing the 
city with two new pumping-engines and bollers 


for the North Side Water-Works. The two 
engines are to have each a capacity of deliver- 


ing directly into the pipe service water at the 
rate of 500.000 gallons per hour under a pres- 
sure equal toa fail of 150 feet, and that with 
using only one-third of the boiler capacity to 
de furnished. The engines are further expect- 
ed to ra se 90, 000. 000 pounds of water one foot 


high for every 100 pounds of coal consumed in 


producing steam. 
DELINQUENT WATER CONSUMERS. 

Superintendent of the Water Office, Mr. J. P. 
Hand, is showing a very commendable zeal in 
bringing del.oquent water-taxpuyers to time. 
Hurdly a day bas passed iately that he was not 
called upon by some infuriated individual who 
believed that his inflooenoe would protect 
him against having his water turned off for 
tax, but found bimeelf 
grievousiy mistaken. In all these cases Mr. 
Hand remained firm, and he expects to have 
bis books clear of delinquents long before the 
next tax falls due. He has met with some 
cases, however, where the water tux should be 
rebated. the consumers being absolutely un- 
abic to pay, and these vases be will report to 
the Council with the recommendation ‘that he 
be authorized to act in @ charitable manner.

‘The leading produce markets were very irregular 
yesterday. Provisions were dull and grain active, 
the weather and the Government estimates being 
the chief factors in the situation as regards bread- 
stuffs. Trading was pretty generally suspended 
about noon when Gen. Sherman came on the floor, 
and little was done for some time after, The ship- 
ping business was tame, and the export movement 
seemed to have come to a deadlock for awhile. 

Provisions were dull with little change in prices. 
Hogs were quoted weaker at the Stock-Yards, and 
this rather restricted the demand for product than 
made it weaker. Holders offered very little stuf, 
in view of the fact that the recent shipments have 
been very large, though they appear to have been 
mostly made by the large houses, who are willing 
to shade prices to an extent which some of the 
smaller firms can scarcely afford todo. This con- 
sideration made sellers a little more free in the 
afternoon when wheat weakened, though Armour 
Pork sold a 
shade higher, at $8.85 for October, and clesed 
at $8.75 bid, with November at 50 discount and 
January at 65c premium. Year pork sold at 88.67 
lower, at 
$6.20 bid for October, with November at a shade 
more than 5c discount and January at about the 
same as for next month. Ribs closed 7e lower, 
at $5.70 bid for October, and November at 35c dis- 
count. A good many small lots were reported to 
have been bought for shipment. 

Ylour was more quiet, with no n in prices. 
The trading was almost entirely local 

Wheat was active at a higher range, dut could 
searcely be called strong. Liverpool and Paris 
were reported firmer, and our receipts were small, 
the latter fact being supposed to be partly due to 
the wet weather. Also the quantity on ocean pas- 
sage showed a marked decrease, and the shipments 
from the world’s ports during the last ‘week were 
said to have been only about 230,000 quarters in 
wheat and four. In addition to this it was ex- 
pected that the Government report would estimate 
a- decredse of 18,000,000 bu from the last 
previous total. On all this there was a 
fair demand which carried the market up early 
in the day, though it had to struggle against a big 
volume of offerings, mostly on New York account, 
at anything over Sie for next month. These and 
the report of clearing weather in the West broke 
the market, and it reacted when the Government 
estimate came in about noon, but the strength was
